STATE TELEPHONE RATES | 


The Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company on August 30, 
1963, filed with the Public Utili- 
ties Commission of the State of 
California an application, num- 
bered 45726 for specifie rate in- 
crease authority supplementing 
Apvlicant’s showing in Case No. 
7409, to increase and decrease 
certain intrastate rates and 
charges applicable to telephone 
service furnished within the State 
of California. In general terms, 
the proposed increases and de- 
creases are as follows. 

Reduction in installation 
charges on color sets from $10 
to $5 and in charges for sec- 
retarial lines from $3.75 to $3. 

For exchanges located out- 
side the San _ Francisco-EFast 
Bay, Los Angeles and San 
Diego extended areas, _ in- 
creases and decreases in basic 
rates resulting from the appli- 
cation of a graduated scale of 
rates based on the size of ex- 
change. On the average there 
is an increase of about $2.50 
per month per main business 
telephone and $1 per month 
per main residence telephone. 

In the San Francisco-East 
Bay, Los Angeles and San 
Diego extended areas there are 
changes in basic rates. In- 
creases of $.35 per month apply 
to each main business tele- 
phone, except semi-public tele- 
phones, and each main resi- 
dence telephone increases $.15. 
Present coin semi-public com- 
bination monthly rate and daily 
guarantee replaced with a fixed 
monthly rate at about present 
message business levels. Allow- 
ance for two party message 
rate ervice reduced from 60 to 
40 message units. In the San 
Francisco-East Bay and Los 
Angeles extended areas 8-party 
line service is eliminated; also 
sizeable reductions in suburban 
mileage charges for 1, 2 and 4 
party services are included. 

Changes in service connec- 
tion and move and _ change 
charges for business, increased 
from $10 to $15. for residence 
increased from $7 to $10, and 
telephone change charges in- 
ereased from $4 to $5.

Fire 
Plug 


A home fire escape plan should 
be a must for all families, Talk 
over with the family how you 
would escape your home if fire 
struck during the night or at any 
time for that matter, Fireman 
Frank Heaney of the Albany Fire 
Department states. 

Sometimes we are away from 
home in a strange area and fire 
may strike at this time. It is 
always a good idea to look for 
the nearest exits or escape routes 
when away from home. Fireman 
Heaney gives a few rules when 
one finds themselves trapped in 
a strange building during a fire. 

If you have to go through thick 
smoke to get out of a burning 
building, tie a handkerchief or 
cloth over your mouth and nose. 
Moisten it if you can. This is 
to cool the hot gases when you 
breath. Crawl on your hands: and 
knees. Find a wall and follow it 
around to the door. Keep away 
from the center of the floor. It is 
likely to cave in first if there is 














| fire below. If someone else is in 


the room and can't find his way 
out, shout to him from the door, 
way. You may be able to guide 
him to you. 

Be careful of stairs in a burn- 
{ing building. Keep close to the 
wall and tread lightly. Don't run. 
Feel with a foot for each step to 
make sure it will bear your 
weight before you step on it. If 
you can’t get down the stairs, you 
| may have to drop from a window. 
| You can cut your fall by about 

7 feet if you lower yourself out 
|of a window as far as you can 
before letting go. 

If you decide that you can't 
escape by yourself, shut the door 
and call for help from a window. 
A closed door will hold back heat 
and flame for some time.
